The 
clothing m an u factu rers began sending 
cloth aw ay yesterday to o ther points to 
be m ade up, and they say th a t they 
have arranged for w ork in th a t way. 
Pineville, Ky., A pril 12.—Seventy-five 
m iners stru ck a t the coal m ines of the 
B reckinridge and Pineville Syndicate 
at th is place yesterday. The strike w as 
caused by the system used by the op­ 
erators in w eighing and docking. 
Lowell, M ass., A pril 12.—The Sterling 
m ills, em ploying 250 hands, w ere closed 
yesterday owing to a strike of seventy- 
five spinners who dem anded th e restor­ 
ation of the IO per cent cut in wrages 
m ade some tim e ago and 5 per cent ad ­ 
ditional. 


V isitin g M iner* C ause Trouble. 
O ttum w a, Iow a, April 12.—The coal 
m ining strik e situation a t Cincinnati 
grow s m ore 
critical every 
moment. 
The visiting m iners from Centerville, 
M ystic, Jerom e, and other points, who 
are a t Cincinnati, have determ ined to 
stay there and get the men out. They 
sent word to their fellow workm en a t 
Centerville for all to come to Cincinnati 
and bring som ething to eat w ith them. 
They propose to cam p out and are de­ 
term ined th a t the C incinnati men shall 
not work a t reduced wages. The situ a­ 
tion is serious and is liable to become 
critical and lead to bloodshed a t any 
moment.

Cincinnati,

April 12.—In the 
business 
center of Covington, 
Ky., 
John L. Sandford, cashier of the F arm ­ 
ers and T rad ers’ bank, w as killed a t 
1:30 p. rn. yesterday by State Senator 
W illiam Goebel. 
Both fired a t each 
other on the crowded street. 
The fac­ 
tional agitation over the affair runs 
high on this side of the river, as well 
as in Covington and other K entucky 
towns. 
Goebel and Sandford were the lead­ 
ers of two bitterly contesting demo­ 
cratic factions. The feud is an old one 
practically, b u t it lately became in­ 
tensely personal. 
The m eeting yester­ 
day showed both were well prepared 
for trouble. 
Senator Goebel and A ttorney Gen­ 
eral H endricks were w alking on M adi­ 
son street. 
As they approached the 
F irst N ational bank, Sandford, who 
w as leaning against the 
railing, ap ­ 
proached quickly tow ard Senator Goe­ 
bel and spoke to the latter, a t the sam e 
tim e 
draw ing his 
revolver. 
Senator 
Goebel turned to one side ju st as Sand­ 
ford fired. The bullet from Sandford's 
revolver passed through Senator Goe­ 
bel’s coat and his trousers in two places 
over the hips. Senator Goebel then drew 
his revolver and fired, his shot taking 
effect in 
the left 
side of Sandford’s 
forehead. 
Sandford’s m ansion is four 
miles 
out. 
His fam ily 
telephoned 
friends to bring him home im m ediate­ 
ly, but he could not be removed. Sand­ 
ford’s son w as the 
only one of the 
fam ily who reached him before he died. 
The victim never regained conscious­ 
ness. 
He died in less th an an hour. 
A fter the shooting, when he saw Sand­ 
ford fall, Senator Goebel returned to 
the courthouse, stopping only a mo­ 
ment, and then w ent 
to police head­ 
quarters and gave him self up. 
Mr. Sandford w as 57 years old. 
His 
wife w as a M arshall and a sister of the 
celebrated Thom as M arshall of K en­ 
tucky. Mr. Sandford’s g ran d fath er w as 
distinguished in the state, being one 
tim e a sta te senator and a m em ber of 
th e constitutional convention. 
Senator Goebel is a successful busi­ 
ness m an as well as a law yer. He is 47 
years old, unm arried, and a native of 
Pennsylvania. 
H e located in Coving­ 
ton when quite young. 
H e is out on 
bail.

The 
fifth term , as to a new treaty , includes 
various trad e features, such as free ac­ 
cess of Chinese rivers.

TW O M EN G E T $16,000 IN A H O LD UP 


B old H igh w aym en G et th e M oney in te n d e d

A fter robbing the express 
they crossed over Cow m ountain, and 
near G illette they discarded the stolen 
horses 
and took

buggy and 
horse which they had secreted in the 
tim ber and drove away. 
The m en left

road about six miles north of town and 
headed tow ard A lham bra.

Janesville may get another railroad 
line by the revival of the "Koshko­ 
nong Valley road” scheme. 
It is pro­ 
posed to run the line either via Fort 
Atkinson, Elkhorn and Lake Geneva 
to Chicago, or via Edgerton, Janesville 
and thence across Rock prairie to the 
above point. 
W. L. Marcy, the civil 
engineer, is at present looking over 
the country between Cambridge and 
Fort Atkinson preparatory to running 
preliminary surveys. 
The full corps 
of surveyors are expected the fore part 
of next week. 
Arrangements have been entered in­ 
to between the owners of the Koshko­ 
nong Valley railroad charter and right 
of way, whereby all their interests 
have been transferred to the new com­ 
pany, and it is said that the road will 
not only be completed between Lon­ 
don and Cambridge,bat extended both 
north and south to Chicago and to the 
head of the great lakes, as indicated 
by the road as changed in the new 
charter.

The road bed being graded between 
London and Cambridge, makes that 
place a starting point, and the equip­ 
ping of this much of the route will 
begin ere many days.

U tilitarian and A rtistic P o ssib ilities o f a 
B la ck Serge G ow n. 
Black is now so much worn th at in it­ 
self it conveys no idea of bereavement, but 
crape at once fixes the attention and pre­ 
vents thoughtless questioning and hap­ 
hazard rem ark th at m ight be painful to 
the wearer.

Representative Jones of Greene Wants 
It Provided with a Legislature. 
Springfield, 
111., 
April 12.—A m ove­ 
m ent w as 
started yesterday 
in the 
house by R epresentative 
N orm an 
L. 
Jones of Greene county, which, if car­ 
ried to completion, will practically sever 
Cook county from the state of Illinois. 
Jones’ effort is set forth in a joint reso­ 
lution, which provides th a t the ques­ 
tion of giving Cook county a separate 
governm ent from th a t of the rem ainder 
of the sta te shall be subm itted to a 
vote of th e people. 
Mr. Griffin called up Mr. K itzm iller's 
resolution denouncing the pension pol­ 
icy of the present national ad m in istra­ 
tion, and Mr. Sharrock (Rep.) m ade a 
speech in support of it. The resolution 
was adopted by a party vote—yeas 89, 
nays 64. 
The resolution was referred to the 
com m ittee on judiciary. The report of 
the conference com m ittee on the Anna 
Insane asylum appropriation bill 
was 
concurred in. Mr. M erritt's union label 
bill was advanced to a third reading, 
The arb itratio n bill w as m ade a special 
order for next W ednesday 
on third 
reading. The com m ittee on judiciary 
reported adversely Mr. W ylie’s bill,*re­ 
quiring patients in the sta te hospitals 
fo r the insane to pay for their board 
an d other expenses when they are able 
to do so. The house refused to concur 
Jn the report, and the bill w as placed 
jojj th e calendar. 
T h e senate passed the following bills: 
S en ato r D unlap's appropriating $1,266,- 
000 for each of the two years 18.95 and 
ISSI..tor...the prdiaacy expenses of the

H erb’s, appropriating $65,000 to erect a 
m onum ent to the Illinois soldiers killed 
a t the b attle of C hickam auga; Senator 
M unroe’s, appropriating $20,000 to es­

widows’ home; Senator B ogardus’, for 
the punishm ent of train robbers; Sen­ 
ato r Saw yer’s, providing th a t a con­ 
servator m ay be appointed on a cer­ 
tificate from the county court where a 
person has been adjudged insane.

Washington, April 13.—The Japanese 
legation has received advices from J a ­ 
pan which give color to the belief th at 
the present truce between the mikado 
and the Chinese emperor m ay be merged 
a t an early date into a definite treaty 
of peace.

“ Now th a t the supreme court has 
riddled the income tax measure until 
it won’t hold w ater, I’d like to know 
w hat I am to do about it.”

T H E REFO RM 
M OVEM ENT. 
The tidal wave of reform, th at 
started last year in New York as the 
result of the Rev. Parkhurst’s crusade, 
is extending to all parts of the coun­ 
try. 
It is especially not’eel in the 
larger cities, where organizations non 
partisan in character, and under a va­ 
riety of titles have been formed, and 
rigorously m aintained, having 
for 
their sole object municipal reform. 
Boston, Philadelphia, New York, St. 
Louis, 
Cincinnati, Chicago 
and a 
dozen other cities are in line for act­ 
ive work, and the same spirit is ex­ 
tending to smaller municipalities. 
These reform measures are very sig­ 
nificant. 
They mean th a t the moral 
sense of public sentim ent has become 
thoronghly aroused, and th at whole­ 
some governm ent is considered more 
im portant than partisan success. 
The time has come when good citi­ 
zenship 
should 
assert 
its 
rights 
and 
the 
test 
of 
strength 
has 
become so satisfactory th a t no city 
need hesitate hereafter to declare* 
s 
ability to govern its affairs honestly. 
This 
is 
em inently 
right, 
for 
more im portant thanstate or national 
government, to the welfare of every 
citizen, is good municipal government. 
Im portant to the home, because of 
the moral influence; 
im portant 
to 
society because of the purer atmos­ 
phere; im portant to the 
tax payer, 
and business interests, because of the 
economy th a t naturally results. 
Two 
or three causes, are responsible for 
this reform movement, 
The Chicago 
strike 
and 
Coxey 
demonstra­ 
tions, 
indicated 
very 
clearly, 
th a t 
lying 
just 
beneath 
the surface, ready for action a t the 
dictation of a Debs, or any other dare­ 
devil leader, was an elem ent th at was 
not only a menace to society, but dan­ 
gerous in the extreme to the welfare 
of the nation. 
Thinking people real­ 
ized as never before 
th a t radical 
changes were necessary for self protec­ 
tion. 
Another factor th at entered largely 
into the movement, giving character 
and stability, is the interest m ani­ 
fested by the great christian church 
th a t 
founded 
the 
nation, 
and 
carefully guarded, its interest during 
its infancy, and earlier years of de­ 
velopment. 
The fact th at this tide cf 
religious sentim ent has been directed 
into practical channels is very gratify­ 
ing, and means much more than ap­ 
pears on the surface. 
The criticism 
has often been made th at the church 
was too pure to mingle with the affairs 
of government. 
“ The clergy could 
not be expected to take even a passive 
interest in municipal m atters, and the 
good brother who lived by faith and 
prayer was more interested in eter­ 
nity than tim e.” 
This kind of criticism was not en­ 
tirely unfounded. Ad j close observer 
will admit, th at during the past two 
years the church at large, has devoted 
much time and energy to third party 
prohibition, woman suffrage and other 
im practical movements, neglecting to 
a greater or less extent the vital ques­ 
tions of every day experience, with 
w hich struggling hum anity contends. 
M unicipal government has been left 
largely 
to 
the 
w ard politicians, 
and 
the 
responsibilities 
of good 
citizenship 
have 
too 
frequently 
been ignored. 
T hat this sort of neg­ 
lect amounts to a sin, needs no argu­ 
m ent to prove. 
The christian church 
and good governm ent are inseparable. 
This statem ent may n o t be very com­ 
plim entary to the democratic party, 
but it is nevertheless true. 
The God 
of nations has some rights on this 
mundane sphere, th at no party can af­ 
ford to ignore. 
The name of Dr. Parkhurst will live 
in 
American 
history 
as long 
as 
tim e 
endures. 
He 
will 
be 
re­ 
ferred to as the christian clergym an 
who 
possessed the inclination, the 
a^Tity, and the nerve to inaugurate 
a 
set in motion the great reform 
movement of 1894-95; 
a movement 
th a t is destined to revolutionize m u­ 
nicipal government and forever si­ 
lence the argum ent th a t a man cannot 
be elected to positions of honor and 
trust, because he is too good to com­ 
mand tho popular vote. 
The reform 
movement has come to stay. 
Janet- 
ville and every other municipality 
in 
the 
land 
will 
be 
better 
governed when partisanship is sacri­ 
ficed to good citizenship, and when ar­ 
rayed against immorality, sin 
and 
lawlessness stands the solid column 
of law abiding citizens, demanding 
the enforcement of 
law and pure 
and wholesome adm inistration. 
In 
the good time coming all this will be 
realized, if the church stays by the 
w ork so thorougnly inaugurated, and 
m aintain 
her 
inherited 
right 
to 
thape the affairs of government.
